All day Sun- 
day reporters were on the scene gath- 
ering items, getting the feeling 
of the victims of the. fire and 
-@neouraging all whom they could reach 
At daylight on Menday morning a 
force of fifteen went to work on the 
daily edition and worked until dark, 
turning out by all edds the best ac- 
count of the fire yet published. It 
was complete in all its departments 
and as full in detail as up to that 
time it could be made. The public 
at 7 o'clock on Monday evening could 
read in the Gazettz all about each 
man business that he knew himself.

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A CHANGE PEOBABLE. — 


There seems to be a good prospect 
that the suggestien made by the Ga- 
zETTe a few months ago that the Cen- 
tral Pacific railroad company move its 
shops here, and make this place the 
headquarters for the country east of 
the Summit, may be adopted. It 
seems to be as popular among the of- 
ficers and employees of the railread 
as itisameng the citizens of Reno, 
It might be made quitea means of 
the company if the move can be made 
without too great an outlay. The 
trains would run from Rocklin here, « 
a distance of a hundred and thirty- 
two miles, and from here east two en- 
gines would double between Wads- 
worth and Rene, and the old arrange- 
ment continue east ef there. Con- 
ductors and brakemen would run to 
Winnemucca, avd passenger crews 
perhaps further. There weuld be no 
need of switch engines at Truckee or 
Wadsworth. Traias going up the 
mountains from here would take their 


regular load and double-head from 
here right through to Rocklin instead 
of being made up at Wadsworth and 
broken up here and again at Truckee, 
The tracks at Truckee are ona very 
heavy grade and the switching is both 
dangerous and expensive. The pres- 
ent divisions are awkward aad render 
enemy of working impossible. 
Either extra trains must run back and 
forth between Rene and Truckee, or 
extra engines must be ready to help 
pull up the regular through trains, or 
the engines must run between here 
and Wadsworth with a fractien of a 
load. If the change is made a good 
saving will be made by dividing the 
Nevada aed Utah part of the road in- 
to two divisions instead of three, 
thus dispensing with a superindent, 
clerk, train dispatcher and assistant 
with little incidentals enough to foot 
up six or seven hundred dollars in 
coin. We cannot say whether our old 
friends, Free, Coddingjon and Pratt 
will cut the cords to see whe goes, or 
whether it will be a survival of the 
fittest, with some other test. No 
doubt thore are plenty of places where 
men like them may be made useful. 
The change would be an important 
ove for Reno, and if it can be effected 
she can afford te be very liberal.

THE CITY GOVERNMENT. 


A general incorporation lawpassed 
both houses of the late legislature and 


is now in the hands of the governor 
which premits of towns, like Reno, 
organizing a geveroment and oarryiag 
it en without any special attention 
frem the state goverument. We hope 
to see Govenor Kinkead sign this bill 
and we further hope that Reno may 
take advantage of it and get into shape 
to protect herself from people who are 
too careless or stingy to practice the 
ordinary precautions necessary to safe- 
ty. When we getinto eur city har- 
ness we hope our officers will prove 
regular martinets. We want to seca 
fire limit and have it enforced as close- 
ly as in Sacramento or San Francisco. 
We want to sec every man who sticks 
a stovepipe through the shingles, fined 
three hundred and seventy-five dollars. 
We want te see the color of the man’s 
hair whe dumps coals and ashes in the 
street if we ever get to be censtable, 
and we are not very sure that we 
would let wood be piled up against 
fences or houses. Powder ought to 
be kept away out of tewo in 

vaults, and oils kept ip safer places 
than they are at present.

A NECESSARY IMPROVEMENT. | 


The wisdom of being on the safe 
side was demonstrated last Sunday 80 
fully that we doubt if anyone will do 
much business in Reno for seme years 
te come without having a good fire- 
proof safe and a policy in some relia- 
ble insurance company. The ceunty 
cunimissioners are impressed with the 
same fecling and are censidering the 
propriety of putting a vault into the 
court-house, large cnough te bold all 
the records and papers which may ac- 
cumulate, It seems to us that no 
words need be spent on this subject. 
Every county has bushels of papers 
which are only less valuable than the 
property to which they relate, the 
loss of which weuld se completely up- 
set the rights of property holders as 
ta spread ruin almost as widely as if 
the ground had been destroyed itself. 
The records and papers pertaining to 
lands, water rights etc., are of enor- 
mous importance and ought te be 
placed beyond the peradveoture ef 
less, Theexpense of sucha vault as 
the county officers want is a mere 
trifle compared to the benefits of per- 
fect safety, both from burglars and 
ire. An outlay of a few thousand 
dollars might save us tens of thots- 
andsin law suits and worry. The 
court-house looks ugly enough to 
scare off a fire but we know by sad 
experience that it requires an extraor- 
dinary building to withstand even an 
ordinary fire, and the chances are ten 
to one that if any of the wooden 
buildings around it should ge there 
would be no saving it. If there is a 
chance for argument we would like to 
hear the other side and will publish 
any reasenable, respectful opinion 
that may be given us in erder that 
the best course may be adopted. 


AN EFFORT TO REMOVE THE STAIN, 


Several gentlemen in Rene are 
omganizing for the new town govern- 
ment to be inaugurated at once. There 
is every reason for haste in this mat- 
ter. The town is rebuilding rapidly, 
and many reforms can be effected at a 
trifling expense now which later will 
costheavily. One of the most mourn- 
ful effects of our civilization is the 
poor creature who paints her cheeks 
and perfumes her hair in order to 
entice to her unhallowed arms the 
men who suppert her kind.

THE SCHULTZ BILL.

The governer and his private secre- 
tary are hard at werk on the bills 
standing uosigned at the time of ad- 
jourument and is steadily reducing 
the list. The ballion tax bill is os 
yet unreached aad an enormous pres 
sure is being brought to bear to gain 
his signature. We regard the bill as 
being a direct discrimination against 
the whole state in favur ofa few men 
who have broken the laws and refused 
to do their part to sustain the state 
government. There is no let up in 
penalties when a carpenter er a bank, 
or a newspaper neglects to pay its 
full tax. The great bullien produc- 
ing mines ot the Comstock refused 
to pay the lawful assessed tax at a 
time when the balance of the state 
was much less able than now to sup- 
port the double burden thus thrown 
upon them. The principle thus illus- 
trated became an issue in the last 
election and the entire outside repre- 
sentation was pledged on both sides of 
the political fence to eppose any re- 
duction of the penalty. The fall of 
these men is almost beyend belief, aud 
stamps the nioth legislature as one of 
the most venial and contemptible | 
bodies ever assembled. 

We are surprised to see 80 little 
demonstration from the press of the 
state to sustain the governor in this 
trying hour. The pressure of the 
mining men is sustained constantly, 
aod if they thought money could be 
used they would be capable and could 
afford te make governor Kinkead in- 
dependent for life. That they will 
advance every possible argument, and 
twist the truth into as plausable shape 
as can be done, is to be expected, and 
it wonld be to the credit of all parties 
if they changed their minds through 
plausible even though false arguments 
than to sell out for con. We hope to 
see the papers sustain the governor's 
former position, and insist upon the 
veto, as he promised in his speech in 
Reno last fall, and ia all the papers 
and speeches made public heretofore. 
The sleeping press should arouse 
themselves at once, aad let their pow- 
er be felt.

The bullion tax bill, acopy ef which 
is published to-day, is as fair an offer 
to men with means to refuse to pay 
their tax as can be made.

regents of the state university. The 
repert of the years 1875 and 1876 
shows that on January Ist, 1875, ten 
pupils, all residents of Elke, were in 
attendance. In order to induce a 
larger patronage,a dormitory was built, 
which, with the fence about it, cost 
$6,234. This scheme worked to a 
charm, as will be seen by the report 
made this winter. It says: “At one 
time during the last twe years there 
were five students from abroad; that 
is, from counties in the state other 
than Elko, attending at the university 
and boarding at the domitory, which 
has been well kept by Mrs. M. A. 
Rood. There have been no boarding 
pupils at the domitory since the close of 
the long term last summer. The num- 
ber of pupils during the last two 
years is from thirty to thirty-five. The 
school grows in size during the fall 
and winter, and then decreases until 
the close of the long term. This va- 
riatien is owing to the fact that a large 
part of the boys and girls live at a dis- 
tanoe, in the vaileys of Elko county, 
and have to repair home during the 
working season to attend to the duties 
of ranch life in Nevada.” 0 
As to improving and beautifying 
the grounds, the report says: ‘‘ The 
larger part of the grounds can be 
Preadily irrigated from the Humboldt 
ditch. We have experimented in the 
matter of tree culture on these grounds, 
having caused to be set out aod cared 
for over three hundred lombardy pep- 
lars, We have found the soil impreg- 
nated with alkali to such an extent 
that trees cannot be well grown in it 
unless this obnexious clement is re- 
moved, Trees can be cultivated suc- 
cessfully if the legislature should ap- 
propriate for the expense.” They 
ceuld haul soil down from Reno, The 
money expended for the twenty Elko 
youths foots up over five thousand a 
year. The principal draws bis two 
hundred and fifty a month with a regu- 
larity worthy of achromo. Over six 
hundred dollars have been spent try- 
ing to get trees to grow, without suc-

The facts are warped sufficiently to 
suit the occasion. Briefly the truth 
is this: Four years ago a law was 


to pay its taxes. Its provisions were, 
that twenty-five per cent should be 
added to all delinquent tuxes where the 
sum was over three hundred dollars, 
in addition to the penalty of ten per 
cent put upon all unpaid taxes. After 
this law passed, the railroad company 
paid its taxes and fought the matter 
inthe courts afterwards, instead of 
fore, as had been its custom. As our 
readers will remember the case 
went against them and cost them a big 
sum. The bonne mines refused to 
pay their tax. They were beaten ir 
the local courts and carried the matter 
to the supreme court. While it wis 
pending there a compromise bill whieh 
suited the owners of the mines, wis 
introduced and passed both houses 
about as the Schultz bill did, even the 
immaculate Mighels falling before it. 
This bill was promptly vetoed by 
Governor Bradley, which act nearly 
elected him fora third term. Some 
time in March and just before the de- 
cision of tae supreme court ef the 
United States, which was against the 
mines, reached Nevada, the bonanza 
men came to Carson and offered to 
compromise by paying the tax and 
holding the pepalty in abeyance until! 
the ninth legislature met. The officers 
by no means contracted to remit the 
penalty. They had no right do so 
aud neither of the parties se under- 
stood it at the time. In just two days 
after, the decision which would hsve 
compelled the two mines tc pay the 
full tax and the full penalty, was re- 
ceived. Although Curt Hillyer, their 
attorney was in Washington then, 
the comstock gentlemen declared 
that they did not know of the de- 
cision at the time. Under this 
cempromise the matter stood exactly 
thus; The mines paid the tax aad 
left the penalty questien te be decided 
by the people represented in senate 
and assembly in the ninth legislature. 
The people took a selemn pledge frem 
the men whom they elected to every 
office in the government: senators, 
assemblymen, governor, lieutenant 
governor and the entire macihioce 
throughout, that they would resist all 
reductions of penalties and all chmge 
in the ballion tax, first, last and all 
the time. How these men have kept 
those pledges we know too well. They 
have betrayed their trust and now the 
whole responsibility, the whole load 
rests upon one man. The Enterprise 
eoncludes as follows: | 
No legislature ever & more 
righteous bill than the one which 
stopped these suits; and to say that 
any were broken or any trust 
war — in voting for it, is te fly 
n the face of truth and to iasult the 
good sense of the people of this state.

If the 
suits are wrong, unwise or unnecessa- 
ry, the officers have the right to dis- 

continue them, and they must be a 
: precious set of rascals if it is necessary 
for the state government to step in 
aod interfere.

A PLEAUNG EXPERIMENT. 


It our city government would pass 
an ordinance prohibiting the use of 
front fences, Reno would soon be the 
prettiest town onthe face of the 
lobe.

A street like West street with- 
handsome shade trees on the line 
of the pavement, and pretty yards 
full of rich flowers and evergreens, an 
occasional fountain playing, with 
gravel or brick walks leading up to 
ven modest houses, would be a 
charming sight, one very hard to 
equal in the western world, That 
would make Reno a famous little 
city in ten years. Rich people would 
come here to live, sending their 
children to our seminaries and uni- 
versities, and building up handsome 
houses. The first thiag everyone 
will say is: It cannot be dene. Cows 
would eat up all ourgrassand flowers. 
Cows area serious objection if we 
are to have them inthe streets; but 
where all are interested in keeping 
them off, there will be very little 
danger. There is no reasun in the 
world against such à plan. 
Fences are homely, inconvenient, aud 
costly. They catch snow, dirt, and 
drifting sand. They spread fire if not 
disease. They give a cheerless, for- 
bidding look to elegant residences and 
beautiful grounds. They make men 
swear, opening gates when their arms 
are full of bundles. Why cannet 
Reno rise abeve the old time customs, 
and the prejudices of example, to 
consider this proposition on its merits, 
and if it is all right, and would make 
as much improvement as we think it 
would, put it into operation and get 
the benefit of it. 


SENATE BILL NO, 167. 

The general incorporation bill is 
published in another column, and is 
so explicit and plain that comment as 
to the manner of organizing is Gonec- 
essary.

Oar Mining Interests. 

The news from the mines in Reno 
district is very encournging. Under 
the new management, work on the 
Con. Bsmeralda, is being pushed with 
renewed vigor. The main shaft from 


the 100 foot level is being sunk large 
enough fer a double compartment. 


Although the shaft is 60 feet east of 
the ore vein which was passed through 
at the 50 foot level, it is still in ore 
which assays from $16 to $60 per ton,

This company 
aré not milling any ore at present, 
nor have they done any steping as 
et. The five or six hundred tons of 
high grade ore now en the dump was 
taken out io sinking the shaft and 
drifting on the vein.

In the 
Mountain View, halfa mile south- 
west of the Esmeralda, they have 
struck a body of sulphuret ore, which 
assays $150 per ton. How extensive 
this bedy is has not yet demon- 
strated, but the lucky owhers are 
ashing work with all possible vigor.

Althongh the eastern slope is much 
less favorable fur the tender little 
shoots which spring up from the old 
roots of destroyed pines than the Pa- 
cific side, yet in favorable localities 
there are patches quite well covered 
with a grewth which appears thrifty 
and strong, though of a very slow 
growth. In the neighberhoed ef J. S. 


Towle’s, who lives on section 34, town- 
ship 19 north, range 19 east, at an ele- 
vation of about 5000 feet, the second 
growth covers many acres of greund, 
and rivals that of Colfax io thickness. 
About Crystal Peak, which has neerly 
the same elevation, there is quite a de 
velopment in this direction. In both 
cases the timber has been cut off about 
fifteen years. The north slope of the 
hills seem to be the most favorable te 
the little plants. It is by no means 
certain that this climate is particularly 
unfavorable to new forests, as the 
average hight of the great basin is 
nearly as great us the line which di- 
vides the luxuriant from the stunted 
second growth on the western side. 
The best of the new crop is below the 
elevation of Alta, and that above ha- 
a great deal the appearance of that on 
this side. Per aps our elevation has 
more to do with eur apparent barreo- 
ness than other causes, If it affect- 
the matter at all, there iggoo mystery 
in it, as our average a e would 
bring us just within t ne where 
the second growth thriveg¥in Calitor- 
nia, and we would get, as we do now, 
just enough to prove the rule.

Eprror Gazetre :—In your issue of 
the 10th I advocated strengly a wise 
and substantial rebuilding of the busi- 
ness pertion of town, and a careful 
avoidance of the use of the fatal and 
ill-omened stovepipe.

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An Act to Provide for the Government of 
Unsinceorperated Tewns in this State, 


The People of the State of Nevada, rep- 
resented in Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows: 

Section 1. In addition to the pew- 
ers and jurisdiction conferred by other 
laws, the board of ceunty commission- 
ers of this state shall haye the follow- 
ing with to the mansgement of 
affairs and business of auy uuincorpo- 
rated town in their respective coun- 
ties: 

First Whenever a majority of the 
taxpayers, as appearg from the last 
assessment roll, representing a majar- 
ity of the taxable perty of such 
town, petition the rd of county 
com missioners for a town government, 
subject to the rules, regulations, gov- 
ernment and such other by-laws,rules, 
regulations, and stating the metes and 
— of said town as vod 2 
may designate or prescribe, the said 
board of commissioners shall, in ac- 
cerdance with the petition presented 
by said petioners, examine and find 
that it appears from the books of the 
county clerk that fifteen days previous 
to the tiling of the aforesaid petition 
of the majority of taxpayers of such 
town, a notification of intent te pre- 
sent petition shall have been filed with 
the couoty clerk and published in at 
least one issue of some newspaper pub- 
lished in the county, signed by five 
taxpayers of such town. The gen- 
uinevess of the signatures te the tax- 
vers petition for towu governman' 
shall be attested by at least bree re- 
liable taxpayers of such town, and the 
sufficiency of the petition, as regards 
the number of petitioners and amount 
of taxable property represented by 
said petitioners, shall be passed and 
determined upon by comparison with 
the last assessment roll, by the county 
cemmissiouers, and if found sufficient, 
as by this section hereiubefore re- 
quired, the board of county commis- 
sioners shall then bave power :

used as partit‘ons between contignous 
buildings, and many other city tricks 
well-known to builders. 


Big Benefit. 

It is now regarded as certain that 
the depot known as Earl's, befere the 
fire in a direct line with Virginia street 
and preventing continuous travel along 
it, will not be rebuile.

A WATERY GRAVE. 

Additional Particulars of the Death of 
Henry Hill. 

Cencerning the death of Henry 
Hill, the fisherman who was feund 
dead en the shores of Pyramid lake 
last Saturday, the following particulars 
have been learned: It appears that 
Hill left bis home, which is near 
Pyramid city, about two weeks ago 
for a fishing cruse around the lake. 
He went to the extreme northeast end 
of the lake and camped near some 
ether fisherman, where he has been 
ever since. The last seen of Him was 
last Wednesday morning, although 
smoke was seen rising from his camp 
sometime during the *. Thursday. 
Saturday morning, as Wm. Halbert 
was going around the lake to another 
fishing camp for provisions, he found 
aroll of blankets, which he at once 
recognized as belenging to Hill. He 
immediately turned back and gave the 
alarm and Jake Watson Ike Evans and 
aman named Stergeen accompanied 
himio a search tor Hill. He was 
found about three miles below the 
mouth of Stillwater creek, lying in 
the bottom of the boat face downward, 
the boat was filled with water and 
had drifted ashore. There was a 
large black scar across his forehead, 
which is supposed to have been occa- 
sioned by the wrecking of the boat, 
caused hy the lashing of the waves 
against the shore. It is supposed that 
he was out on the lake fishing, and a 
gie coming on he endeavored to 
rach the shore. By the time he 
rexched a place where he could land 
vith safety he became so numbed 
that he was unable to get out of the 
wat, and perishing with cold, fell 
fice downward in the boat, where he 
vas found. He was placed in a wagon 
mad brought to Reno. He was buried 
tow the Methodist charch this after- 
noon. He was a native of Hamburg, 
Germany and about 35 years of age. 


He leaves a wife and two children, 
| vho are in destitute circumstances. A 
petition was in circulation in town 
this afternoon asking the relief com- 
mittee to make an appropriation out 
the fund for her.

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The new vault in the state treasu- 
er's office at Carson is a magnificent 
specimen of one ef the finest arts of the 
nineteenth century. The busy mind 
ef the inventive Yankee has been at 
work for fifty years endeavoring to 
provide a place where treasures might 
‘be absolutely safe from fire, flood and 
cunning burglar. There is but little 
hope of success if the mew coin room 
erected by Hall’s safe and lock com- 
pany in Mr Crockett’s office does not 


fill the bill. a 

Tue old vault is ordinarily fire- prooſ 
and will be used for reports, books, 
papers and etc., but nothing to tempt 
the cupidity ef the professional thief 
will be stored there. Mest of the 
readers of the Gazetrr will remember 
the alcove between the old vault and 
the north wall of the office. This 
space is entirely filled by the new 
safe. The front is a massive walt 
of solid masonry two feet thick and 
eleven feet high; the north wall is 
three fect thick; the west wall 
er back of vault is one of the 
main walls of the building and is 
of the same thickness as the north 
wall. The south wall joins the north 
wall of the old vault, and the two ue 


three and a half feet thick. The top 
is a layer of grouted mason work two 
feet thick resting on a close layer of 
railroad iron which runs crosswise and 
enters the east and west wall twelve 
inches. The dimensions of the inside 
are: length north and south, fourteen 
fect nine inches; depth, five feet six 
inches, and hight, nine feet. It is 
lined throughout with boiler iron 
seven-sixteenths of an inch thick 
riveted with T joiots. The flour is 
laid under the living of beiler iron 
first with stone flags twelve iuches 
thick, and solid masonry between it 
and the feundations of the capitel 
building. An air chamber two inches 
in depth surrounds the entire vault 
between the lining and the masonry, 
with an outlet at the southeast cerner. 
The rcom is entered through twe 
doors, the inner of which is double 
and swings outward. Each side is 
compesed of four layers of one-fourth 
inch chilled iron drill-proof steel, 
two of each alternating, and are one 
inch thick and when shut are secured 
with four heavy steel bolts The 
opening is seven feet by three feet and 
four inches. The outside door swin 
te the south. It is two and a f 
inches thick and consists of an iroa 
aye between two of drill-proof steel 

ix steel bolts one and three-quarters 
inches thick cross the door, and enter 
the frame seven-eighths of an inch ou 
either side. Two bolts at the top and 
two at the bettom are moved by the 
eame lever. The leck is Hall's best 
combination six-tumbler double chro- 
nometer Howard movement timers. 
This door weighs 1700 pounds. The 
frame in which it is set is two feet six 
inches thick and five feet wide, and 
weighs three and one half tons. It is 
bolted and riveted fast to the lining 
ot the vault. 

Inside the vault is set a safe which

pounds, although it is ouly three feet 
ten i high, three feet feur inches 
wide and two feet deep, and cost 
$2365. It has double doors four 
inches thick, composed of five plates, 
the outsige one of which is chilled 
iron and feur inside ones of the 
best drill - proof steel. The right hand 
door overlaps the other and double 
fastens it. right hand leck is a 
double-tumbler lock with two combi- 
nations, and is in reality two locks 
which can be — ＋ * 
er together and is arm wit ow- 
ard’s chronometer double-time move- 
ment. The other has one six-tumbler 
lock, and beth have four steel bolts 
one and ene-half inches in diameter. 
Each door covers a compartment 
which are separated by a steel bur- 
glar- proof purtition three inches 
thick. are in the clear fourteen 
inches deep, thirty high and seventeen 
wide, aud each has two steel shelves 
fer coin: The safe will hold one mil- 
lion dollars in twenty dollar «piec*s. 
It is neatly painted and bears on its 
face Hall Safe and Lock Company. 
Patent, July 23, 1667.“ in gilt letters. 
The inner vault door has an artistic 
painting of a Lake Tahoe scene—the 
outer one an Oregon scene with Mount 
Shasta in the distance.

History of a Dreadful Disease Which 
Nevada has thus far Escaped. 


The Chicago Journal of Commerce 
has a very complete history of this 
dreadful disease, from which we con- 
dense : : 

The cattle plague goes back to ‘he 


depths of antiquity. The oldest book 
extant furnishes a record of a fatal, 


afflictions and sufferings of the people 
DURING THE SIEGE OF TROY, 

a thousatd years befere the christian 

era a fatal disease that prevailed 

among the cattle; and many other 


classic writers allude to a plague of 
the same sort. In all European his- 
tory the region of the Den and Voiga 
has been the seat of trouble. From 
there caine the Goths, Huns, and Van- 
dals. Attila, Genghis Khan, aud the 
Cossack Cavalry all came from the 
steppes. The smallpox, cholera, and 
black death came from the same di- 
rection. The new malignant black 
death is now eating out the pepulation 
of the same country. To this same 
unexplered and seldom visited coun- 
try is traced the erigin of the cattle 
plague which has so often extermi- 
nated the herds of European countries. 
The disease was brought to New Eng- 
land by cattle 


IMPORTED FROM HOLLAND, 
Belgium, and England. The Goths, 
in their march from the Don and Vol- 


ga, brought their cattle to the Danube. 
They spread the contagion through 
Illyra, Italy, France, and Belgium, 
and it has been epidemic, at intervals 
of about fifty years, ever since. 

In 810 the plague appeared in Brit- 
ain. Io 817 it spread in Hungary. 
The French trace the true rinderpest 
in France back to the periods between 
050 and 942; Saxens to 1043. Ger- 
man historians record the sp.ead and 
devastation of the * steppes ’’ murrain 
through their herds and districts in 
1149. In many parts of the country 
this disease afflicted both man and 
beast. From 1149 to 1223 the visita- 
tion to central Europe was extremely 
desolating. 

The disease accompanied the Rus- 
sian invasion ef Mongolia, and was 
followed by a plague on man and beast 
during the years 1223-33 and 38. 
From 1223 to 25, the cattle plague 
again spread through Hungary, Aus- 
tria, Germany, and Britain, with sev- 
eral intermittent seasons, till 1299. 
During 1347 the disease assumed 
such a form in Russia that it was des- 
ignated the black death.” In this 
form and under this name, it reached 
Prussia iu 1559, and ravaged the herds 
of Germany until 1508. It 1592 it 
destroyed much ef the best steck of 
upper Italy. In 1616 the same mala- 
dy devastated Padua, Treviso, Vicen- 
za, and Udine. Se marked aad terri- 
ble was the disease that beef and veal 
as food were both prohibited. During 
1625 the plague visited northern Italy. 
This came from Dalmathia, and 


SPREAD TO VIENNA. 
In Italy and Switzerland, during 
the decade from 1683 to 93, the dis- 


ease took on acarbuncular form. In 
1709 the plague affected animals in 
such a manner that it was designated 
as the “‘feot and mouth disease. 
From 1710 to 1717 the mortality was 
very great throughout the cattle dis- 
tricts of Europe. 

In 1709 the disease again passed 
from Tartary through Muscovy, Po- 
land, Bessarabia, Croatia and 
tia to Italy and France. It not only 
ravaged Russia and the Papal states, 
but Naples lost 70,000 head, Silesia 
100,000 head, and the 

NETHERLANDS 300,000. 

So widespread and fatal had been 
the plague that, from 1713 to 1721 


the Dutch prohibited the importation 
of foreign stock. 

In 1714 such a malignant form of 
the disease reached Britain, and the 
mertality became so great, that the 
goverament made an effort to stamp 
it out” in the following manner: The 
cows attacked were slaughtered and 
burned; the stables disinfected and 
kept empty three months; the fields 
the cows had occupied were kept free 
from stock twe months; persons attend- 
ing sick cows were forbidden to 
near healthy ones; any apparent 
well cow refusing food was separated 
immediately from the herd, and but 
few were tted to be together in 
stall, or field. The government

Their voices 
might have been more melodious and 
better attuned ; but as they sang of the 
old days their memories seemed 
freighted with the old patriotic fed- 
ing and words had for them a doubie 
meaning. The camp fires were again 

burning and with the flag proudly 
floating before them,” a certain dig- 
nity and impressiveness seemed to 
attach to the songs they sang. Some 
it is true advised them to ta hire a 
hall” or cheese it,” but they sam 
on—as in the other days they hai 
conquered a peace, so now the sane 
animating spirit had its victory. They 
were men, as bas been said; soldies 
who have fought and faced death te- 
gether.
